These islanders undoubtedly regard magic as absolutely 
indispensable to the welfare of their gardens. What would 
happen without it no one can exactly tell, for no native 
garden has ever been made without its ritual. But certainly 
various kinds of disaster, blight, unseasonable droughts, 
rains, bush-pigs and locusts, would destroy the unhallowed 
garden made without magic. 

Does this mean, however, that the natives attribute all 
the good results to magic? Certainly not. If you were to 
suggest to a native that he should make his garden mainly 
by magic and scamp his work, he would simply smile on 
your simplicity. He knows as well as you do that there are 
natural conditions and causes, and by his observations he 
knows also that he is able to control these natural forces by 
mental and physical effort. His knowledge is limited, no 
doubt, but as far as it goes it is sound and proof against 
mysticism. If the fences are broken down, if the seed is 
destroyed or has been dried or washed away, he will have 
recourse not to magic, but to work, guided by knowledge 
and reason. His experience has taught him also, on the 
other hand, that in spite of all his forethought and beyond 
all his efforts there are agencies and forces which one year 
bestow unwonted and unearned benefits of fertility, making 
everything run smooth and well; rain and sun appear at the 
right moment, noxious insects remain in abeyance, and the 
harvest yields a superabundant crop. Another year again 
the same agencies bring ill luck and bad chance, pursue him 
from beginning till end and thwart all his most strenuous 
efforts and his best-founded knowledge. To control these 
influences and these only he employs magic. 

Thus there is a clear-cut division: there is first the well- 
known set of conditions, the natural course of growth, as 
well as the ordinary pests and dangers to be warded off by 
fencing and weeding. On the other hand there is the domain 
of the unaccountable and adverse influences. The first con- 
ditions are coped with by knowledge and work, the second by 
magic. (352 words.)

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 123 
French Authors 





1. The Principal should note that not more than twenty- 
five candidates are to be seated in a room in which the 
French Authors examination is held. The rooms chosen 
should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or an 
assembly hall is not to be used. 

2. Where more than one classroom is required for the 
examination, the school’s public address system may be 
used if the Principal is satisfied that the test can be ad- 
ministered satisfactorily by that method. 

3. Where the school’s public address system is not used, 
the Principal will arrange for the provision of standard 
78 r.p.m. record-players, one for each of the examination 
rooms, and will see that outlets are available for electrically- 
operated record-players where these are to be used. 

The record-players should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some record-players operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

[ OVER | 


The best location for the record-player should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined. 


4. Records (one for each room in which French Authors 
is to be written) for the dictation test will be sent to the 
Chief Presiding Officer by express at the time the examina- 
tion papers are shipped. 


5. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 


6. Before 8.45 a.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
record-player is ready for use. 

Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
record-player at that time. 


7. Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Au- 
thors’’. 


8. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 11.15 a.m., 

(6) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 


(c) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall require 
the candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 


(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 


Note. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen interruption or 
delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 8.45 a.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 9.00 
a.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the record-player is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order, unless the school’s public 
address system is being used. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first two pages of his examination book blank, in accordance 
with instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 








1. At about 11.12 a.m., if an electric record-player is to 
be used, the machine should be turned on, without disturb- 
ing the candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up. 


2. Promptly at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall in- 
struct the candidates to turn to the blank pages at the front 
of their examination books in preparation for the dic- 
tation. 


3. The Presiding Officer shall then read aloud the follow- 
ing: 
“There will be three readings of the passage: first, a 
reading of the whole passage, during which you will listen 
[OVER ] 


but not write; second, a slow reading of the passage phrase 
by phrase, with each phrase repeated, with punctuation, and 
with a long enough pause after each phrase to give you 
sufficient time to write it; third, a final reading of the whole 
passage, to enable you to make corrections in your work. 

“Tisten to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as ‘Ecoutez’, and ‘N’écrivez pas’, but do not 
write them. 

“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated, but do 
not write them in words. 


“The three readings will require both sides of the record. 
Halfway through the second reading it will be neces- 
sary to interrupt your writing while the record is being 
turned. During this interruption you will have an oppor- 
tunity to make corrections in what you have written. 

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, for 
the purpose of testing the volume. You will tgnore those 
numbers; they are not part of the dictation.” 


4. The Presiding Officer shall then put the record in place 
with the first side up, start the machine and, if necessary, 
adjust the volume while the testing strip at the beginning 
of the first side of the record, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, is being played. 


5. When the Presiding Officer is about to turn the record 
he shall say: 

“IT am about to turn the record. You will now have two 
minutes to make corrections in what you have already 
written.” 


6. The two minutes shall be allowed from the time the 
Presiding Officer stops speaking. 


7. At the end of the two-minute pause the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 

“The dictation will now be resumed. Listen for the warn- 
ing numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, but do not write them; they are 
not part of the dictation.” 


8. At the conclusion of the third reading the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 
“Two minutes will now be given for final corrections.” 


9. At the end of this two-minute period the Presiding 
Officer shall instruct the candidates to close their exami- 
nation books immediately.

international politics. The Victorian age had, amid enormous 
differences, a certain similarity with the Periclean in its 
lack of self-examination, its rush and chivalry and optimism, 
its unconscious hypocrisy, its failure to think out its prob- 
lems to the bitter end. And in most of the current criticism 
on things Victorian, so far as it is not mere fashion or 
folly, one seems to feel the Victorian spirit itself speaking. 
It arraigns Victorian things by a Victorian standard; blames 
them not because they have moved in a particular direction, 
but because they have not moved far enough; because so 
many of the things they attempted are still left undone, be- 
cause the ideals they preached and the standards by which 
they claimed to be acting were so much harder of satisfaction 
than they knew. Euripides, like ourselves, comes in an age 
of criticism following upon an age of movement and action. 
And for the most part, like ourselves, he accepts the general 
standards on which the movement and action were based. 
He accepts the Athenian ideals of free thought, free speech, 
democracy, “virtue” and patriotism. He arraigns his country 
because she is false to them. (329 words.)

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 13 
French Authors 





1. The Chief Presiding Officer should note that not more 
than twenty-five candidates are to be seated in a room in 
which the French Authors examination is held. The rooms 
chosen should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or 
an assembly hall is not to be used. 

2. The Chief Presiding Officer will arrange for the pro- 
vision of standard 78 r.p.m. record-players, one for each of 
the examination rooms, and will see that outlets are available 
for electrically-operated record-players where these are to 
be used. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some record-players operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The record-players should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

The best location for the record-player should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined.

3. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Authors is to be written) for the dictation test will 
be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express at the time 
the examination papers are shipped. 

4. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 

5. Before 8.45 a.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
record-player is ready for use. 

Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
record-player at that time. 

6. Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Au- 
thors’. 

7. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 11.15 a.m., 

(b) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 

(c) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall require 
the candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 

Note. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen interruption or 
delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 8.45 a.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 9.00 
a.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the record-player is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first two pages of his examination book blank, in accordance 
with instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 





1. At about 11.12 a.m., if an electric record-player is to 
be used, the machine should be turned on, without disturb- 
ing the candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up. 


2. Promptly at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall in- 
struct the candidates to turn to the blank pages at the front 
of their examination books in preparation for the dic- 
tation. 


3. The Presiding Officer shall then read aloud the follow- 
ing: 
“There will be three readings of the passage: first, a 
reading of the whole passage, during which you will listen

but not write; second, a slow reading of the passage phrase 
by phrase, with each phrase repeated, with punctuation, and 
with a long enough pause after each phrase to give you 
sufficient time to write it; third, a final reading of the whole 
yassage, to enable you to make corrections in your work. 

“Listen to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as ‘Ecoutez’, and ‘N’écrivez pas’, but do not 
write them. 

“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated, but do 
not write them in words. 


“The three readings will require both sides of the record. 
Halfway through the second reading it will be neces- 
sary to interrupt your writing while the record is being 
turned. During this interruption you will have an oppor- 
tunity to make corrections in what you have written. 

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, for 
the purpose of testing the volume. You will ignore those 
numbers; they are not part of the dictation.” 


4. The Presiding Officer shall then put the record in place 
with the first side up, start the machine and, if necessary, 
adjust the volume while the testing strip at the beginning 
of the first side of the record, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, is being played. 


5. When the Presiding Officer is about to turn the record 
he shall say: 

“IT am about to turn the record. You will now have two 
minutes to make corrections in what you have already 
written.” 


6. The two minutes shall be allowed from the time the 
Presiding Officer stops speaking. 


7. At the end of the two-minute pause the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 
“The dictation will now be resumed.” 


8. At the conclusion of the third reading the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 
“Two minutes will now be given for final corrections.” 


9. At the end of this two-minute period the Presiding 
Officer shall instruct the candidates to close their exami- 
nation books immediately.
